As  we  all  know  the  most  important  factor  in  growing  Strawberries,  is  to 
begin  by  using  good  strong  healthy  plants. Our  plants  are  grown  under  ideal 
conditions  in  a  locality  where  few  Strawberries  are  grown,  avoiding  any 
chance  whatever  of  getting  the  Red  Stele  disease,  which  has  become  so 
alarming  and  threatening  to  the  strawberry  industr5^ especially  in  some  areas 
of  other  states  where  they  have  been  grown  extensively. 

Tlie  Red  Stele  disease  is  rather  iiard  to  detect  early  in  the  season.  Should 
the  plants  that  you  set  have  a  slight  infection, it  may  not  be  noticeable  until 
the  following  year  when  you  are  expecting  a  crop  of  fruit  and  find  that  your 
plant  beds  are  dying  out  from  this  disease. 

To  avoid  any  chance  from  this  malac’y.use  plants  from  some  .section  of  the 
country  where  berries  have  not  been  grown  extensively  and  no  trace  of  the 
dreaded  disease  has  been  found.  This  disease  is  carried  on  the  plant  roots  or 
by  infected  soil,  If  your  land  is  once  infected  it  will  be  a  number  of  years 
before  3^011  can  gi'ow  berries  on  it  again.

PREMIER.  Per.  (or  Howard  No.  1 7) h'arly-This  is  one  variety  sold  under 
either  name.  Size  medium  to  large,  good  color  and  a  firm  berry,  plants  very 
vigorous  making  good  beds  and  more  resistant  to  frost  than  other  varieties, 
you  can  not  go  wrong  on  them. 

SUCCESS.  Per. Medium  Early- An  old  reliable  that  v^^e  still  recommend  for 
the  home  garden.  It  makes  good  strong  plants  and  plenty  of  them  to  form  a 
sufficient  bed  for  a  good  crop  of  fruit, the  fruit  is  extra  large, excellent  flavor 
and  has  a  long  picking  season, in  fact  all  anyone  could  desire  in  a  home  berry 
or  near  b3^  market,  it  is  not  a  distant  shipper.

GANDY.  Ppr.  Late — The  latest  of  all  summer  varieties,  plants  strong  and  vigor¬ 
ous,  berries  extremely  large  and  extra  firm  and  good  color.  Not  considered  the  bes+ 

table  berry  but  being  extra  fancy  and  a  good  shipper  it  is  a  profitable  commercial 

variety. 

LUPTON.  Per.  Late — This  berry  o  aginated  in  South  Jersey  and  has  become  very 
popular,  it  makes  extra  large  plants  and  a  sufficient  number  to  form  a  good  fruiting 
bed.  It  is  a  handsome  berry  of  excellent  quality  and  we  can  recommend  it,  either  for 
2ommerciai  planting  or  the  home  garden. 

BIG  JOE.  Per  Mid-Season — An  extra  large  berry,  coloring  all  over  alike,  the 
texture  is  one  of  the  best,  giving  it  excellent  shipping  qualities,  making  it  a  favorite 
with  many  growers. 

WM.  BELT.  Per.  Midseason — The  best  yet  of  its  season.  Plants  vigorous  and 
prolific,  fruit,  medium  to  large,  the  nest  of  all  flavors,  most  perfect  in  shape,  brilliant 
glossy  red  and  ripens  all  over  alike.

The  everbearing  has  many  advantages 
over  the  summer  varieties.  If  planted  in 
the  springy  they  will  produce  a  crop  of 
t'ruit  in  VheZlate  summer  and  fall  of  the

same 'season  they  are  planted.  The  buds 
should  be  removed  until  the  last  of  July 
so  they  will  become  thoroughly  rooted 
before  fruiting.  They  will  produce  fruit 
until  freezing  weather, then  you  will  have 
your  fruiting  bed  for  another  season. 

Another  great  advantage  is  (particularly 
in  localities  where  late  frost  often  catch 
the  blossoms  and  destroy  the  crop  of  oth¬ 
er  varieties.  )The  everbearing  are  so  per¬ 
sistant  in  blooming, they  will  continue  to 
bloom  until  they  do  produce  a  crop, while 
summer  varieties  are  through  for  that 
season  if  the  bloom  has  been  frozen.

The  main  crop  of  tomato  plants  is  grown  in  the  open  field.  They  are  drill¬ 
ed  thin  so  as  to  make  good  strong  plants  about  eight  to  ten  inches  tall  ,tiiey 
will  be  ready  the  first  week  of  June.  We  make  several  sowings  to  keep  a 
supply  on  hand  throughout  the  entire  season.  You  will  notice  that  the  price 
is  much  lower  on  these  plants  owing  to  the  lower  cost  of  producing  them  in 
the  open  field. 

Will  be  growing  all  the  following  varieties.  John  Baer,  Marglobe,  Chalks 
Jewell,  Rutgers,  Bonny  Best,  Scarlet  Topper,  Greater  Baltimore,  Stone, Red 
Rock,  Matchless  and  Small  Yellow  Hgg. 

Broccoli,  Lettuce,  Brussel  Sprouts  and  Beet  Plants. 

Oui  first  supply  of  these  vegetable  plants  are  drilled  plants  from  the  cold 
frames;  ready  about  the  middle  of  April.  After  the  middle  of  May  we  can  fill 
orders  from  the  field  grown  plants  at  a  lower  rate.  Will  grow  the  following 
varieties.  Lettuce-Big  Boston,  Remain,  New  \'ork  and  Iceburg  BeetvS- Ea¬ 
rly  Egyptian  and  Detroit  Dark  Red.  Brussel  Sprouts — Early  Paris  and  Long 
Island  Imp.  Broccoli,  Calabrese  Imp. 

CAULIFLOWER 

The  first  lot  we  will  have  to  offer  will  be  the  drilled  plants  from  the  cold 
frames.

CELERY 

Our  celery  plants  are  grown  in  the  open  field  only.  We  are  usually  prepared  to 
fill  orders  any  time  after  the  middle  of  June.  Will  grow  the  following  varieties:  Golden 
Seif  Blanching,  White  Plum,  Winter  Queen,  Giant  Pascal  and  Easy  Blanching. 

SWEET  POTATO  PLANTS 

We  will  have  a  good  supply  of  sweet  potato  plants  and  will  be  prepared  to  fill 
orders  any  time  after  the  1st  of  May.  Will  grow  the  following  varieties:  Up  River

EGG  PLANTS

open  field  until  the  weather  becomes  quite  pleasant.  Varieties:  Black  Beauty  and 

Florida  High  Bush. 

PEPPER 

Pepper  plants  are  grown  in  cold  frames  only,  as  the  field  plants  would  be  en¬ 
tirely  too  late  to  be  of  any  use.  The  transplanted  pepper  plants  will  be  ready  by  May 
Kith,  and  the  drilled  plants  by  May  20th,  at  a  much  lower  rate.  Varieties:  Ruby  King, 
Ruby  Giant,  World  Beater,  Bullnose,  California  Wonder  and  Long  Red  Cayanne.
